The .Now 
York Independent says, " the fluctua- 
tions in tho prioo of Paoifio Mail 
shares and tho waning fortunes of this 
groat oompany are fall of warnings 
and instructions. Put not your trust 
in groat corporations managed in tho 
intorestB of cliques or individuals. 
Here is a groat company possessod of 
vast moans, subsidized by tho Govern- 
ment and enjoying the largest rooeipts 
from its legitimate business of any simi- 
lar corporation in the world, whoso 
shares wore selling not a great while 
ago at SiiOO eaoh, whioh has had to 
suspend its quarterly dividends and to 
soil on Saturday as low as $94 a share. 
Various explanations might bo given 
" To?^i8"rot^7SaT^e^han*ge oi 'forTaritf 

out any sorious accident or diminu- 
tion of its carrying trade ; but ono 
explanation alone is nooossary ; gross 
mismanagement. That tolls tho wholo 
etory." Tbe San Franoisoo Herald of 
6thinst., however, maintains tbe para- 
graph given abovo doos not toll tho 
■whole story, and goes on to supply some 
moat startling revelations as to tho 
condition of tho company. At first 
byjudioious managomont the capital 
stock of tbe oompany rose from §500,- 
000 in gold to 528,000,000 in currency; 
by a series of mismanagements its 
Bbares have now fallen from $300 cash 
to $04. Tho doubts resting on the 
solvency of tho company for sonio 
time back induced the Now York 
Legislature to investigate its affairs, 
and that body gave a roport that tho 
company's assots wero equal to $34,- 
000,000 in ourroncy. But a fow 
months later when tho oompany exhi- 
bited their ledger to tho stockholders, 
tho balance only showed $22,000,000 
in currency. The difference in the 
two amounts, $12,000,000, is explain- 
ed away by errors and confusion 
■which crept into tho stenographic re 
pork. Partially, this is not denied, 
but the singularly largo amount of 
the difforonco is attributed to othor 
causes. Tho difficulties the company 
are now in and tho losses sustained, 
ar© attributed to tho bad manage- 
ment of tho China branoH of the com- 
pany's trade.

Eastern States. 

Chicago, May 16, noon.— The Senate haa 
70ted on the eleventh urtinlo. The vote 
Btood 35 for conviction and 19 for acquittal. 
Tho following Scnatorn votod with the Dem- 
ocrats : Fesaendon, Fowler, Grimes, Trum- 
bull, Van Winkle, Rosa and Henderson. 

The Senate aro novr discussing motion to 
adjourn. 

DELAYED DISPATCHES, 

Eastern states. 

WA8HINOTOK, May 7. — Mr Bingham 
rosumcd his argument, which was con- 
cluded about 3 o'clock. At tho conclus- 
ion of the speech, applause, loud and con- 
tinued, arose from the galleries Tho 
Chief Justice, after a fntilo attempt to 
restore silence, ordered the galleries to bo 
cleared. The doorkeeper wus unable to 
eject tho people. Considerable confusion 
ensued on thejSopr ; of ' tho Spjnatc,.jpjreraJ. 
' Seuatora desiring order not to be eu- 
■• tenciy 0thc-r3-4822ssdfS5 ;ts- prompt oso- 
cution. Finally, the Metropolitan Police 
were called in and the galleries cleared. 
Tho doorkeeper thou cleared tho diplo- 
matic gallery of the foreign Ministers and 
ladies, and finally also cleared tho repor- 
ter's gallery. After closing tho doors, 
Mr Morrill, of Maine, submitted an order 
to adjourn, which was last by 22 to 29. 

Mr Edmunds then moved that whon 
tho Senate adjourn, it be till Friday. 
Several objections having beea made, it 
was proposed to take up tho several or* 
tiers which had been laid over daring the 
trial. Tho Chief Justice said it was in 
order. 

Mr Edmunds offered a motion to let in 
the reporters, but before it was voted up- 
on was laid over. 

Mr Howard called for the reading of 
the twenty-third rulo. 

Mr Anthony moved that the rule be so 
amended as to give fifteen minutes for the 
speeches instead of ten. This was laid 
over, after which the Senate took a recess. 
Upon re-assembling, the Chief Justice 
said that the case will bo considered closed 
on both sides if neither had anything 
more to offer. 

Mr Hendricks moved that the prelim- 
inary order be considered in open session. 
Several Senators objected. 

On motion of Mr Edmunds the doors 
were again closed for deliberation. 

Chicago, May 5. — Specials confirm 
the report that Fessenden has written an 
argument setting forth his views in opposi- 
tion to the President's removal. One 
acconnt eays it is in opposition to convic- 
tion on the Stanton article, holding that 
the President's disregard of a statute for 
the simple purpose of having it tested be- 
fore the courts docs not constitute a crime 
of sufficient magnitude to justify impeach- 
ment, and that the whole subject of the 
final verdict 1ms been much canvassed to- 
day. Some Senators prououuee J3ing» 
ham's argument twaddle, which it is sup- 
posed indicates that they aro unfavorable 
to impeachment. Fessenden himself con- 
fessed that ho is preparing an opinion on 
the first three articles. Ho does not deny 
that he will vote for acquittal on each of 
these, and he seems to think the other

the people of tho yonng Commonwealth of 
which Portland is the onmmeroial capital. 
Four years ago I found Portland (then far 
behind Victoria in moat respects) a despon- 
dent community — har population small and 
discontented; her publio buildings Ihw ia 
nutnlior and sorry in appearance; har streets 
unpaved and dirty; her commeroo limited, 
and her manufactories languishing. To-day 
l-L'.sJ h-?r a thriving business centro, with 
handsome public buildings and elegant 
church edifieas, noble mercantile structures, 
palatial residenoos, well paved and oleanly 
streets — tho " busy hum of industry" ro- 
sounding from every quarter, and her arms 
extended like those of a young giantess to 
enfold with bricks and mortar, the green 
spots which still dot her suburbs. Portland 
keeps pace only with tho prosperity of tho 
State, which ia rapidly growing rich and 
groat, through the aetivo development of the 
splendid natural resources that abound, and 
tho hearty co-operation in every beneficial 
maaauro by the Government of tho State. 
Hut rich as Oregon is in natural advantage*, 
British Columbia is her peer, and in tunny 
respects bar superior. If Oregon has mines 
of gold, silver and iron, British Colombia 
has them too — the first allording the most 
extensive and valuable alluvial diggings on 
tho coast. If Oregon has oxhauatless forentB 
of timber and splendid fisheries, British Col- 
umbia baa them of bettor quality uud in 
greater varioty than those of this locality. 
If Oregon has vast tracts of agricultural 
InndB, British Columbia has them too — tracts 
that equal in average yield per aero th.- moat 
fertilo spots this State can boust ot, an i where, 
under the influence of an equable olimale 
and immunity from drought, the stockraiscr 
liaa met with a success uuparalleled oxcept 
in Oregon. Our experimental farming of the 
past two years (it has been little better than 
experimental) has proved this; and the aston- 
ishing results which have attended tho labors 
of the husbandman along the line of wagon 
road from Thompson liivor to rioda Creek 
have established the fallacy of tho hastily 
formed impression* or prejudices of the earlier 
comers to our Colony, and induced 
tho belief that before the lapse of 
another twelvemonth British Columbia 
will havo oeasad to import a single 
1 necessary of life.' And we possess one 
product that Oregon has not— tho only good 
coal on the coast— a source of wealth in it- 
self. 

1 great deal of tho prosperity of Oregon is 



established recognizing the importance of a 
concentration ot the capital of both lines in 
order to insure the speedy completion of one. 
It appears the rival companies aro anxious to 
secure the State subsidy of $20,000 per milo 
(puyablo in Stato bonds) nnd vory liberal 
grants ol land from the general Government. 
Botb havo put in claims to tho snbsidy and 
grants — eaoh claiming to be the 'Simon pure 1 
institution. The city from which this letter 
is dated eupports the line on this side, and 
agrees to pay tho intorost on 8250,000 invest- 
ed by the eompnny which it tavors. The 
quarrel may eventuate in the consolidation of 
the rival interests, but tho completion of the 
work will be necessarily retarded. 

The works lately completed at Oswogo, 
a few miles abovo this point, are now active- 
ly engaged in turning out iron for export and 
local use. The quality is undoubtedly fine, 
resembling the specimens of ore I have seen 
taken from veins on Vanoouver Island. It 
is said sufficient oro is already in sight to 
insure employment at tho works for several 
years. At the club house iu this city I was 
shown a stovo (in use) which was catt from 
the ore at Oswogo. It was an experimentul 
casting, and its fine appearance proves ben 
yomt doubt that the ore of this State is des- 
tined soon, from its excellence, to come into 
general use nn the coast to tho exolusion of 
iron from abroad. 

Of the products of this state salmon con- 
stitutes no mean item. As you ascend the 
Columbia, at a point some 30 miles above 
Astoria, yuu obnorvo frequent indications of 
tho presence of flsberoion by the numerous 
weirs set near either shore, or the Bight of 
soining parties prepnring to entrap unwary 
members of the finny tribe in gill-nets. By 
far the largest proportion of tho fish caught 
aro packed in barrels. Last year a firm 
commenced to put up salmon in hermetically 
sealed cans for export, and the returns, I am 
told, havo exceeded their expectations. A 
number of oans sent to Franco to 'feel tho 
market' mot with ready sale and largo or- 
ders from Paris dealers resulted. Our pro- 



fuhig from iuver and ague (a somewhat pre« 
vnlent complaint) and the worthy superin- 
tendent retires to enjoy his noonday 'shake' 
as regularly as he used to enjoy his pott- 
prandial meerschaum at Victoria. Haines 
is building a lino from here to tho Dallei, 
about 100 miles north of this point. 

One rnns againstfonnor British Colombians 
at every turn. They inquiro anxiously a* to 
tho hoolth of old acquaintances and tho proai 
peels of tho Colony, and appear delighted 
when 1 tell them affairs are brightening there, 
From their observations I gather that busi- 
ness hero, notwithstanding its activity, ia 
overdone in some branches, and that a small 
capitalist bas not tbo same chnuae for success 
os at Victoria. They spoak of high taxation, 
too. From all I oan glean, I am of opinion 
that should the slightest inducement be held 
out during the coming aurnmor you will re- 
ceive a considerable accession to yonr poprjs 
lation. 

Tho weather lias been vory lino— rain hav- 
ing fallon but once sinee my arrival. The 
health of the place (barring tho " foror 'n' 
agar") is good.

Would a similar consignment to England be 
lika 'shipping ooala to Nowouatle V " Speak 
ing of packing salmon in barrels : Some 
timoagol remember bearing that tho mo- 
tion of a vessel at sea causes the salt and 
brine iu the barrels to tear the fish to pieces, 
rendoriug it of little value on arrival at its 
destination, Ilero tho nabpackora surmount 
the difficulty in this way : After opening 
and cleaning tho salmon, thoy place them 
belly-to.bolly in pairs and press eaoh pair 
tightly together in a machine made for tho 
purpose.
